hewn logs, All the tools were supplied by the 
H, B, Co, Store, Rafters were made of poles 
about three feet apart, Most of the roofs 
were one-quarter pitch, Then the builder 
would go into the forest to get bark from the 
spruce trees, the bark being taken off the 
tree during Sapping time, The length of the 
bark would be six feet or so and the width 
vary according to the size of the tree, This 
bark, after it was taken off the tree, would 
be set flat on rails above the ground to dry, 


MUD STOVES WORKED WELL, 

As there were no stoves, open fire-places 
Were built in either corner from the door, 
We called these mud stoves, They were made 
of poles, mud and hay mixed, and more mud 
and water making a smooth finish, White 
clay was then mixed in water and rubbed all 
over with a cloth, When dry, this was white, 
Usually, two iron bars were hung about 
four feet from the floor, These bars were 
used to hang kettles on, We got these bars 
from the H, B, Store and also from old 


discarded guns, About a foot away from the 


mud stove, the floor was plastered down 
solid, a precaution taken so sparks would 
not ignite and burn the house, The openchim- — 
ney was built about two feet above the roof 
so the sparks would not drop on the roof, 
On a windy night, sparks could be seen coming 
out thick, but the chimney being high they 
would drop on the ground harmlessly, The 
house was then chinked, plastered with clay, 
white-mud washed, a cellar door was made 
in the floor, and the house was ready to 
move into,

*|mportant in theatre 


In late 1964, when St, Albert 
on Sturgeon Players presented 
‘Shadow In The Glen’, one of 
the featured roles called for an 
Irishman in his 70’s, Peter 
Leonard filled the role, but he 
supplied only about 35 of the re- 
quired 70 years, The rest were 
supplied courtesy the make-up 
artistry of Nan La Rose, 

The Sturgeon Players’ prod- 
uction of ‘You Can’t Take It 
With You’’ called for a negro 
maid, Shirley Martin played a 
negro maid, courtesy the make~ 
up artistry of Nan La Rose, 

These two examples illustrate 
the importance of make-up in 
amateur theatre, 

In professional theatre direc- 
tors do much of their casting 
simply by lifting the telephone, 
But in amateur theatre, the avail- 
able talent is not so plentiful, So 
the idea is first to find someone 
who can handle the role, despite 
being 20 years too young or too 
old, then holler ‘‘Make-up,’’ 

In the case of the Sturgeon 
Players, that call has gone out 
to Nan La Rose ever since the 
group got off the ground, She is 
already making notes of require- 
ments for ‘‘The Diary Of Anne 
Frank,’’ which the group will 
present at Paul Kane High School 
auditorium March 1, 2, 3, and 
4th, For The Diary, Mrs, La Rose 
will be assisted by June Leggett 
and Gudrun Georg, 

Mrs, La Rose got into the 


make-up end of amateur theatre 
quite by accident, But when she 
started, it was on a mammoth 
job, The army was putting on a 
show in the city in 1956 and Mrs, 
La Rose, a member ofthe ladies’ 
auxiliary, happened to mention 
that she had applied her own 
make-up while in the chorus in 
variety productions, She was 
conscripted and found herself 
facing 80 faces requiring make- 
up. 

But she was hooked, She began 
reading all the literature she 
could get on make-up and would 
experiment on anyone willing to 
sit for her, Later she appren- 
ticed under Jerry Baril, well- 
known in Edmonton theatre, 

Mrs, La Rose says she loves 
putting on make-up but could 
hever go on stage, Maybe it’s 
just as well, You can always: 
find people to put on the stage, 
and if the appearance isn’t quite 
right for the role, Nan La Rose 
will make it right, How would you 
replace someone like that?

Staying married 
a christian concern 


Beginning this Lenten season 
the Gazette will carry a regular 
column looking at various prob- 
lems and situations affecting to- 
day’s society from the viewpoint 
of a Christian, Comments of 
readers may be directed to the 
Gazette (Box 263, St, Albert) 
to reach the writer, 


Willie suddenly found himself 
in very deep trouble, His wife 
Hilda had found evidence that 
husband William had been un- 
faithful to her, She locked him 
out of her room, but continued 
to share the residence with him 
and her daughter, In due course 
Willie became exasperated and 
filed for divorce (they lived in 
London, England) on the grounds 
of cruelty. The divorce was even= 
tually granted, Willie, however, 
not wanting to disturb his home 
life, waited a further seven 
months before calmly informing 
his spouse of some seventeen 
years that they were no longer 
married, To put it mildly, there 
followed a great upset, 


Divorce, when disharmony 
appears in a marriage, provides 
a tempting solution, Indeed, in 
desperate cases, impossible 
conditions may prompt us to be- 
lieve it to be the only way out, 
But often patience and forgive- 
hess may win a way where no 
way seems possible, In these 
situations a pastor can offer 
encouragement, understanding 
and counsel, Through the church 
faith and prayer can be brought 
to bear upon the problem, God’s 
help is sure, since we know that 
he is ever ready to work with us 
when we try to bring peace out 
of strife, 


Jesus taught that marriage is 
a life long obligation, In so doing 
he underlined the tremendous 
importance of stability in the 
home, His teaching gives us an 
ideal against which we may 
measure our conduct, Willie, for 
e.g., illustrates his comment 
that divorce arises ‘out of hard- 
ness of mens hearts’, In similar 
fashion we may observe that his 
wife gave little evidence of the 
Christran grace of forgiveness, 
She simply locked the door! 


The sequel to this curious little 
story of William and Hilda re- 
minds us that a new beginning 
should never be despared of, 
When Willie broke the news cas- 
ually over the supper table that 
they were no longer man and 
wife, there was as the judge 
drily observed, a great upset, 
The outcome was that they both 
went off to court together to get 
the divorce annuled, Rather an 
expensive way of forgiving and 
forgetting! 


When Jesus stressed that in 
God’s intention marriage is the 


permanent union of one man 
with one woman to the exclus- 
ion of allothers,he was speak- 
ing to a people who, in one form 
or another, all accepted divorce, 
Even his own close followers 
observed that if divorce were 
not possible then it would be 
better not to marry, Yet Christ- 
ian folk down through the ages 
have demonstrated that not only 
is it possible to marry and 
stay married, but that being de- 
termined to remain together is 
a real help in ensuring that 
quarrels aresettled at an early 
stage, Any such situations de- 
mands not only that the couple 
love one another, but also that 
they be ready to forgive and be 
forgiven, and to repent and start 
again, 


Of course Christian stand- 
ards cannot and should not be 
forced on people who reject the 
Christian way. The choice of 
Christ’s way or the World’s 
way is a choice which must be 
made first, Mere nominal 
Christians are not likely to abide 
by standards which make such 
great demands upon them, In 
view of this the Church must 
provide a careful preparation for 
Christian marriage and also rec= 
ognise that it has a peculiar 
responsibility to offer every help 
to those unfortunate folk who 
have failed to make a success 
of their marriage,
